NON-RESIDENT 
TUITION FOR 
SCHOOLS RAISED 


An increase in the high school 


and elementary tuition rates for 
non-resident pupils in the Gettys- 
burg public schools was voted at the 
regular September meeting of the 
Gettysburg school board Monday 
evening. 
Dr. C. G. Crist, board 


president, presided with all mem- 
bers and Superintendent Lloyd C. 
Keefauver in attendance. 


The monthly rate on the high 


school tuition has been raised from 
$6.78 which was charged last year 
to $7.59 for the current school term 
while the cost per month for non- 
resident pupils in the elementary 
grades has been raised from $3.86 to 
$4.43. 


The increases, board members ex- 


plained, are due to changes in the 
methcd of computing school costs 
for the purpose of determining the 
tuition rate under new school legis- 
lation. Laws that became effective 
only this yoar provide that the. 
school district shall include more 
items of school expense than for- 
merly in counting up the school 
costs upon which the tuition rates 
are based. Such items as repair and 
cleaning of typewriters, library re- 
placements, commencement 
exer- 


cise expenses and other such small 
costs are now included, resulting in 
higher rate per pupil. The board's 
action in raising the rate only rati- 
fied compliance with the state law 
in regard to 'the fixing of the rate.

Lindsay reported 
the scientist was amazed at the 
difference between the porcupine 
in the wild state and the tame 
one. 


The intellect of the trained por- 


cupine was especially surprising 
to the New Yorker, Lindsey re- 
ported. 
Ordinarily the 
intelli- 


gence of the animal is low, but 
through his training of her, the 
Georgia man has been able to 
raise "Smoky Lady" to a higher 
level. 


Lindsay uses his tame porcupine 


in nature study classes in the 
south. He said the children are 
fond of her and hold her on their 
shoulders to have pictures taken. 


Before leaving the office he dis- 


closed that "Smoky Lady" has 
50,000 to 60,000 needles on her 
body and that she has not had 


water to drink for seven weeks. 
This is not unusual, he pointed 
out. 
Sometimes "Smoky Lady" 


will go through an entire summer 
without drinking water. 


Sometime ago the porcupine was 


the subject of a Ripley cartoon in 
which the "Believe It or Not" 
artist called her the only tame 
porcupine in the world.

$13,309,249 BY 
DROP IN RELIEF 


Harrisburg, Sept. 14 (AP^-A 52 


per cent reduction in the number of 
Pennsylvanians on relief last year 
saved the state $130,309,249, Karl Del 
Schweinitz reported today. 


The statistics were contained in 


De Schweinitz's' annual report as 
director-of the State Emergency Re- 
lief board for 1936. Since then this 
unit has been legislated out of ex- 
istence and replaced by the Depart- 
ment of Public Assistance. He now 
heads~that. 


He noted that Pennsylvania spent 


$73,567,874 
for 
an 
"average of 


417.235 men, women and children on 
relief in 1936. This was in contrast 
to $203,876,122 for 865,843 persons in 
the previous year. 


Expanded federal work programs 


accounted for 54 per cent of the re- 
duction, De Schweinitz said, and 
private industry absorbed the re- 
mainder. 


Since last year the federal pro- 


gram has. been curtailed and the re- 
lief rolls jumped to more than 450,- 
000, costing more than a millior 
dollars a week. The state has ap- 
propriated $99,000,000 for the unem- 
ployed for two years. 


De Schweinitz said the adminis- j 


trative personnel was cut 61.3 per j 
cent in 1936, because of the reduced ] 
rolls and also by the consolidation of 
offices and duties.

estimated number of unemployed 
from 939,000 in December, 1935, to 
681,000 in December, 1936. WPA 
workers are included in these totals.

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Prehistoric Cave Yields Secrets 


About Homelife of Giant Sloths 


Claremont, Calif. (AP)—Ten thou- 


sand years ago the giant ground 
sloth—a clumsy, bear-like creature 
—disputed man's claim to a home in 
the caves which line the walls of 
the Grand Canyon. 


But the sloth couldn't take it. 


For reasons still unknown it became 
extinct. 


Today, from a cave undisturbed 


by man or beast in countless cen- 
turies, comes evidence from which 
California scientists hope to recon- 
struct the sloth's homelife—perhaps 
to learn the secret of its passing. 


Wide Area Covered 


Rampart cave, the sloth's prehis- 


toric home, was discovered a year 
ago by Willis Evans, an Indian 
archaeologist, who has been in 
charge of excavations this summer. 
The expedition he guided was head- 
ed by Jerome Laudermilk of Pomona 
college and financed by the Car- 
negie Institution. 


The scientists found the cave in 


exactly the condition the 20-foot- 
sloths left it ages ago when they 
went out hi the sunlight of a pre- 
historic day to die. 


The expedition discovered sloth, 


excrement, preserved by the desert 
atmosphere, which will be analyzed 
at the college laboratory. The an- 
alysis is expected to show what type 
of early plants formed the sloth's 
diet and thus possibly aid in de- 
termining climatic and geologic con- 
ditions of the animal's time. 


By automobile, boat and afoot, the 


excavators covered an extensive, 
little-known area. Prom Rampart 
cave they continued up the canyon 
by boat in search of other sloth re- 
treats. 


They entered cliff shelters and 


caves in canyon walls seen by few 
white men until the rising waters 
of Lake Mead backing up behind 
Boulder dam for more than 100 
miles made them .accessible. 


Unlike Any Modern Beast 


Scientists surmise that the sloth, 


weighing ' between 750 and 
2,000 


pounds, lived at mid-day in the dark 
recesses of Rampart cave. In early 
morning and in the evening, they 
believe, it emerged to forage for 
food. 


Reconstructed skeletons of the 


sloth show it was built like no ani- 
mal known to modern man. The 
largest type weighed a ton or more, 
stood 12 feet .high and was 20 feet 
or more in length. 


It had enormously powerful hind 


quarters, massive in size, and com- 
paratively under-developed fore legs, 
a short neck and long head.

Apparently proud that the nation 
is making such heroic sacrifices, 
neither Chinese military authorities 
or army doctors are making any at­ 
tempt to conceal the figures.

STATE IS SAVED 
113,309,249 BY 
DROP IN RELIEF 


Harrisburg, Sept. 14 (AP)—A 52 
per cent reduction in the number of 
Pennsylvanians on relief last year 
saved the state $130,309,249. Karl Del 
Schweinitz reported today. 
The statistics were 
contained in 
I De Schwoinitz's’ annual report as 
director of the State Emergency Re­ 
lief board for 1936. Since then this 
unit has been legislated out of ex­ 
istence and replaced by the Depart­ 
ment of Public Assistance. He now 
heads that. 
He noted that Pennsylvania spent 
$73,567,874 
for 
an 
average 
of 
417.235 men, women and children on 
relief in 1936. This was in contrast 
to $203,876,122 for 865.843 persons in 
the previous year. 
Expanded federal work programs 
accounted for 54 per cent of the re- j 
duction, De Schweinitz 
said, 
and 
private 
industry absorbed the re­ 
mainder. 
Since last year the federal pro­ 
gram has been curtailed and the re­ 
lief rolls Jumped to more than 450.- j 
OOO. costing more 
than a 
millior 
dollars a week. The state has ap­ 
propriated $99,000,000 for the unem­ 
ployed for two years. 
De Schweinitz said the adminis­ 
trative personnel was cut 613 per 
cent in 1936. because of the reduced 
rolls and also by the consolidation of 
offices and duties.

Anarchists Set 
Up Dictatorship 
In Northern Spain 


Hendaye, Franco-Spanish Border, 
Sept. 
14 
(AP)—Anarchists 
have 
made a coup d'etat at Gijon, lone 
Spanish government coastal strong­ 
hold in the northwest, and have set 
up an Asturian dictatorship. Insur­ 
gent officers announced at Irun to­ 
day. 
Secret military advices said Belar- 
mino Tomas, an anarchist, headed 
the movement. 
He issued a decree breaking off 
relations with the Spanish central 
government and setting up a sep­ 
arate anarchist state in Asturias, 
with himself the dictator. 
One of Tomas’ first acts was to 
order the imprisonment of the whole 
general staff of the Spanish Gov­ 
ernm ent’s retreating northern army. 
Moreover, Insurgent headquarters 
at Irun stated, he imprisoned for­ 
eign military experts with the Gov­ 
ernment forces. 
Several high Spanish officers were 
ordered executed. 
Two boats were loaded with right­ 
ist prisoners, 
the Insurgent an­ 
nouncement said, and the captives 
were warned they would be sunk if 
Insurgents made any more bombing 
raids on Gijon, their present ob­ 
jective in the north.
